Since  the  school  children  are  practically  all  immunised, 
more  attention  has  been  directed  tov;/ards  immunising 
these  unier  school-age,  particularly  the  one  and  two 
year  olds,  .xS  in  1947i  a list  of  children  becoming  one 
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year  old  in  I9U8,  v/as  compiled  from  the  Registrar’s 
Returns,  and  a reminder  of  the  facilities  for 
immunisation  sent  to  each  parent  round  about  the  date 
of  the  child’s  first  birthday.  Immunisation  v/as 
carried  out  every  Tuesday  between  9*a*ni.  & 3 P*ni, , and 
in  cases  where  the  parent  were  unable  to  come  to 
.M-bergavenny,  the  homes  v/ere  visited.

HOUSING  SURVEY; 

No  further  inspections  were  carried  out  in  connection 
with  the  above, 

1 1 . VdiTRR  SUPPLY; 

Ov/ing  to  the  variations  in  altitude  and  the  number  of 
scattered,  sparsely  populated  villages  and  hamleits,  the 
water  supply  of  the  area  is  one  of  the  Author! tie^s 
biggest  problems}  particularly  as  the  number  of  hoiJisQ^ 
increase.  Yhe  sour-ces  of  water  supply  are  numerous; 
mainly  springs.  In  the  larger  villages,  e.g. , Mardy, 
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Llanvihangel  Crucorney,  Llanover  and  Pandyi  the 
supply  is  sufficient  and  the  quality  up  to  standard; 
but  there  are  a number  of  smaller  villages  and  outlying 
(0  dv/elling  houses  \i'here  the  supply  is  inadequate,  or  where 

analysis  reports  are  not  always  satisfactory* 

The  main  piped  supplies  owned  by  the  Local  Authority 
are:  - 

1 , GOVILON; 

Slakes  lij'-draulic  Ram  has  been  taken  out  of  commission, 
as  a connection  was  taken  off  the  Abertillery  Water- 
Board' s 16"  main  through  a q"  Break  Pressure  Valve, 

(set  at  80  lbs)  to  supply  the  56  houses  on  the  zone 
between  the  350ft  and  600ft  contour  0«D»  The  properties 
on  the  lower  zone  numbering  8U,  are  supplied  from  the 
Ff;^'nen  Batric  Spring  by  gravitation* 

3"  connection  was  made  in  the  Newport  Corporation's 
new  28"  main  near  the  Carpenter’s  Shop,  Govilon* 

2.  PALLDU- 

.ri.  2,000  gals,  storage  tank  at  the  source  of  the  spring 
in  adit,  supplies  35  promises  by  means  of  6 stand-pipes. 
This  is  the  only  supply  in  the  district  showing  any 
plumbo- solvent  action;  and  as  a precaution  galvanised 
iron  pipes  are  used, 

3»  G.  AdTPyRYS : 

Spring  'With  stand-pipe  supplies  ton  premises;  v;lth 
an  extension  for  60  yards  to  a stand-pipe  fixed  near 
Garndyrys  Cottage, 

* iv'-iij  ^ : 

A spring  is  utilised  to  raise  water  by  a ram  to  tanks 
wit:',  st-and-pi'pes  supplying  17  premises.  Negotiations 
were  ccmiaenced  to  tap  the  Abertillery  Water  Board's 
16"  main  when  passing  at  this  point,  to  afford  a supply 
to  the  houses  in  this  vicinity. 
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LLAKPOIST: 


The  supply  for  this  area  is  drawn  from  the  Newport 
Corporation’s  main;  3 and  4 inch  pipes  conveying  a 
supply  to  85  premises  and  the  Factory;  with  stand-pipes 
for  the  few  premises  not  connected  to  the  main. 

The  average  consumption  for  private  dv/ellings  is 
approximately  7»000  gallons  per  day. 

LLANSLL3N; 

A Spring  connected  to  1^"  pipe  supplies  16  premises. 

The  quality  is  satisfactory,  but  the  quantity  is  not 
alw'ays  adequate. 

MAKDY; 

TjTLyv/ern  spring  connected  to  5j  4 and  3 inch  pipes 
supplies  86  xJ^’emises,  all  of  which  are  connected  to  the 
main;  v/ith  f”  branch  pipes  supplying  Mardy  Park 
and  the  Mill. 

During  the  year  a connection  was  made  in  the  3" 
main  to  afford  a supply  to  Parsonage  Farm,  Llantilio 
Pertholey., 

LL.dP/IH.iNGFL  CRUC0RN3Y; 

The  overflow  from  the  Tynyv/ern  Spring  is  utilised  to 
raise  12,000  gallons  per  day  by  hydrostats  through  3" 
pipes  to  a 20,000  gallon  concrete  water  tower.  70  premise 
are  all  connected  to  the  main. 

During  the  year  a connection  was  taken  off  the  rising 
main  to  afford  a v/ater  supply  to  Little  Llwyn  Gv/yn, 
Llanvihangel  Crucorney. 

IdAdP/LTHERIT-ID ; 

A spring  with  1”  pipe  to  tank  and  stand-pipe  supplies 
5 dv/ellings  near  the  main  road.  Another  spring  supplies 
17  preirnses  in  Gaggle  Street  area  by  means  of  two 


stand-pipes;  some  of  the  dv/ellings  being  at  too  high

A spring  with  small  tank  and  pipe  to  a stand-^pipa, 
supplies  12  premises;  the  level  of  the  source  being  too 
low  for  connection  into  the  houses, 

BSTTWS  NEWyPD; 

A spring  with  storage  tank  is  connected  to  i 0 premises 
in  the  village* 

PElIL.mL.'.S ; 

A spring  on  the  side  of  the  Deri  is  utilised  to  supply 
Penlanlas  Cottages  and  the  Farm. 

The  main  privately  ovmed  piped  supplies  are  as  follows;- 
LLAhOVDR  BSTATD; 

Llanover  village  is  supplied  by  a 2"  pipe  from  Coedyfelin 
Spring  to  a 25*000  gallon  storage  tank,  which  serves 
34  premises.  New  Inn  spring  suptplies  another  23  premises 
in  or  near  the  village.  A series  of  springs  on  the  Nant, 
Llanellen,  supplies  about  80  premises  over  a large  area 
of  Llanellen,  Llangattock-nigh-Usk  and  Llanvair  Cross, 

The  quality  is  satisfactory,  but  pressure  insufficient 
for  some  of  the  higher  areas,  Cwm  Uchaf  spring  supplies 
another  9 premises  by  a 1 ” pipe. 

LL.xITARTK  S STATS; 

A spring  near  Upper  House  supplies  19  premises  througb. 
a 2^”  pipe;  this  supply  proves  inadequate  in  drought 
periods.  Springs  at  Court-y-gelly  supply  the  villages 
of  Llanarth  and  Great  Oak,  and  a spring  near  Great 
House  supplies  the  latter,  and  raises  water  by  a ram 
to  Cefn  Coch, 

GRC3HCNT; 

Supply  is  carried  by  pipe  from  spring  to  a tank

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at  upper  end  of  the  villago;  ajid  from  there  by 
gravitation  to  20  premises  through  2,  1-g-  & I"  pipes. 

Negotiations  to  take  over  these  private  supplies  v/ere 
continued  during  the  year  in  order  to  conform  v/ith 
the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sevi/erage  Act,  1944* 

xipart  from  the  piped  supx^lies  there  are  a number  of 
wells  in  the  district  supplying  outlying  dv/allings. 
During  the  year  repairs  were  carried  out  to  the 
Vedw  Well,  Hardwick,  and  St  Mary^s  V/ell,  Llanvair 
Kilgeddin* 


Six  samples  of  vi/ater  were  obtained  and  submitted  to  the 
Pathologist  for  analysis. 

SEWEIhlGI! ; 

The  only  Sewerage  works  are  those  for  the  villages  of 
Llanvihangel  Crucorney  and  Hardy,  withbDlsposal  Works 
near  Abergavenny  Junction  Station. 

During  the  year  the  Sev/erage  Works  at  the  P.O.W. Camp, 
Llanover,  was  taken  over. 

Llanfoist  Pactory  has  its  own  Sewerage  Plant. 

HIDE  SUPPLY; 

Examination  of  dairies  and  cov/sheds  was  carried  out, 
and  tv/o  samples  of  Milk  v/ere  submitted  for  analysis. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION; 

During  the  year  this  service  v/as  extended  to  include 
the  villages  of  Grosmont,  Bryngwyn  and  Liana rth. 

},GAT  INSPECTION; 

No  inspection  of  carcases  takes  place  in  the  Rural 
District,  as  all  slaughtering  of  animals  is  carried 
out  at  the  Abergavenny  Abattoir. 
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RODENT  CONTROL: 


The  Co-uncil  employ  a full-time  Rodent  Operative,  and 
surveys  and  treatments  are  carried  out  under  the 
direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries, 
(Rodent  Department),
